The.  FORMS  of  PARLIAMENT. 

\ 

AS  the  end  of  inflituiing  of  parliaments  is  univerfally  under* 
fto<Kl,it  is  a  little  extraordinary  that  the  f^rms  arc  not  better 
known,  even  among  the  more  intelligent  claflesof  the  people.  To 
remedy  this  defect,  and  give  an  article  as  ufeful  as  it  is  entertain* 
iiig,  is  the  bufinefs  of  this  eflay,  which  we  fliall  enrich  with  occa*  . 
lional  accounts  of  the  courts. of  law,  and  the  great  officers  of  go* 
Jvcrninent. 

The  dcflgn  of  parliament  is  to  keep  up  the  conditution,  fupport  . 
the  honour  of  the  crown,  maintain  the  privileges  of  the  people^ 
raife  fiibfidies,  make  laws,  and  redrefs  grievances.  Their  iitting 
is  appointed  forty  days  after  royal  proclamation,  with  the  advice 
of  the  privy-council.  The  lord  chancellor  ilfues  writs  to  the  ]ord.<f 
fpiritual  and  temporal,  to  appear  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  { 
and  to  the  Hieritfs,  commanding  them  to  (iimmon  the  people  to 
elect  as  many  knights,  citizens,  and  burgefles  in  their  refpetftive 
counties,  as  are  to  fit  in  the  houfe  of  commons;  a  writ  is  alfb  di* 
reeled  to  the  privy-council  in  Scotland  for  electing  lixteen  peers 
and  forty. five  commons^  When  it  happens  that  a  ^urgefs  is  e* 
lected  for  two  boroughs,  be  mull  declare  to  the  houfe  for  which 
he  will  ferve,  that  a  writ  may  be  iffued  out  for  a  new  eledlion  at 
the  other  place.  And  that  ihefe  reprefentatives  may  be  in  cir- 
cumflances  fufficlenily  ealy  to  preferve  them  from  the  temptation 
of  betraying  their  trull,  every  candidate  for  a  county  in  iingland 
ought  to  be  poflefled  of  an  eflate  of  600 1.  fer  annum  :  and  every 
candidate  for  a  city  or  borough  of  300  1,  per  annum* 

As  the  time,  fo  is  the  place  of  the  parliament’s  fitting  appoint* 
ed  by  the  fovereign,  though  it  is  ufiially  at  Weft  minder,  the  lord#

l.is  r:>N.il  n»be.%  the  crown  on  his  head,  and  ihc  fvvord  of  (late  car. 
lied  bclore  him;  his  niajeity  liis  uiuicr  a  canopy  in  a  chair  of 
ftiie;  ihe  lempornl  lords  are  in  their  fcarlet  robes  of  ila\e,  and 
ihe  l]»iriiual  lords  in  their  cpilcopal  habits:  on  the  klngV  light 
h  ii.d  i!>cre  is  a  feat  for  tiie  prince  of  W  alcs^  or  his  heir  apparent^ 
jiui  on  his  left  another  for  the  fecund  li)n. 

On  the  king’s  right  hand,  nc^tt  the  wall,  the  two  archbilhopi  fit 
on  a  foiin  bv  ihemfehcs.  Below  them,  the  bifliops  of  London, 
Durham,  and  Wincheller;  and  ail  the  other  blHiups  according  to 
the  order  ol‘  their  cun  let  rat  ion. 

The  loid  iicalarcr,  lord  prefidtnt,  and  lord  privv-feal,  fit  upon 
lorais  on  the  king\>  Icft  havul,  above  all  dukes,  except  tbofe  oi  the 
blood  ro>3!.  1  hen  the  dukes,  jiiart|uifies,  and  earls,  according  to 

liu-ir  creation. 

iirofs  tiic  rt)om  are  placed  the  wool  facks,  on  the  firft  of  which, 
before  the  throne,  lits  the  lord  chancellor,  as  fpcaker  of  the  hotife 
of  Inrih,  with  the  great  feal  and  ii.acc  l>ing  by  him;  below  which 
are  torms  crefs  the  room  for  the  vilconnts  and  the  barons,  who 
ilt  in  Older  according  to  their  creation,  except  thofe  who  have 
priced ttite  by  vinne  of  their  places. 

'i'he  judges,  inaltcrs  in  chancery,  and  king’s  council,  who,  W'Jien 
called  up«>n,  are  to  give  their  advice  in  point  of  law,  fit  on  the 
i/ihcr  wool  lacks.  But  they  all  Hand  up  till  the  king  gives  them 

leave  to  lit. 

The  luvsefl  woobfuk  is  for  the  clerk  of  the  council,  and  clerk 
of  the  pailu.neni.  1  he  lirfi  concerned  in  all  parliamentary  writs 
;;nd  pardons,  and  the  Idft  in  keeping  the  records  of  all  that  pafies 
in  p.ii lianient. 

'Tiiis  cUrk  has  two  undcr-clerks,  who,  kneeling  behind  the 
wool-fack,  write  upon  it. 

iNo  pcri'on  ot  the  Kumilh  religion  can  fit  in  either  houfe,  nor 
any  metnher  vme,  till  he  has  taken  the  oaths  to  the  government. 

W'heu  his  nia jelly  is  not  at  the  houle,  the  lords  bow  to  ihc 
chiiir  of  Itjie  ;  and  lu  iliould  all  dv>  who  cnlci  the  king’s  prclcnce* 
ciMinoer. 

When  the  king  comes  to  parliament,  the  ulher  of  the  black 
rod  is  coiiimaiideil  to  call  the  Injufc  of  commons  to  attend  his  flltl*. 

itnhicui tUcly  to  the  honj'c  of  peers  ;  be  is  the  king’s  getitletnaD 
uiher,  and  caiiic.>  a  black  rod  in  iiis  hand;  he  (its  withonc  the 
bar  gf  the  houfe,  and  what  peers  or  other  }>ei Tons  they  think  pro¬ 
per  to  foininit  tor  any  trefpafs,  arc  left  to'  his  collody;  he  has  a 
chp.:ty,  a  y conian-ulJier,  that  W’aits  at  the  door  within,  and  a  crier 
wiihuut. 

1  he  commons  being  come,  (land  without  the  bar,  and  the  king 
commands  them,  by  the  lord  chancellor,  to  chufe  one  of  their 
•ncmhrrs  tor  their  I'peaker,  and  to  prefent  him  in  a  day  or  two'; 
^uu;c times  ihis  is  uui.c  by  the  loid  ciianceilur  only.

The  commons  being  retiirned  to  their  houfei  cbufe  a  fpeaker, 
|\vho  ought  lo  be  a  perfon  of  great  experience  and  abilities,  efpe* 
ially  in  parliamentary  affairs;  for  the  fpeaker,  bting  the  firfl 
:oitiinoner  of  the  land,  is  the  mouth  of  the  hoiife,  and  (b  necei* 
|l;irv.  that  the  coimiiuns'are  properly  ;/o  houfe,  /.  e.  can  do  no  bu- 
[iiiefs  without  him.  The  choice  being  made,  it  is  a  cudom  for 
the  pirty  to  decline  the  office;  but  he  is  anfwered  with  a  full  con* 
fciit  upon  his  name,  and  two  of  the  principal  members  lead  him 
to  the  fpeakei^s  chair,  where  being  (et,  they  return  to  their 
[places- 

At  the  day  appointed  for  his  prefentation  to  the  king,  Ins  ina* 
jellv  being  come,  the  commons  are  called  in.  The  nevv  fpeaker 
is  introduced,  urges  his  incapacity,  and  refufes  his  office;  but  the 
king  not  allowing  it,  he  makes  a  fpeech  to  his  majerty,  and  genc- 
r.iilv  concludes  with  thefe  petitions,  7hat  the  commons  may,  dur^ 
ina;  then-  jltling^  have  free  accefs  to  his  majejly  ;  that  they  m  ly  have 
^iredovi  of  fpeech  in  their  hoiife^  and  be  free  from  arrejis.  Thefe 
leq  jelts  being  granted,  the  king  makes  a  fpeech  to  both  houfes  of 
parliament,  concerning  fuch  matters  as  he  thinks  fit  to  lay  before 
them  ;  then  he  leaves  both  houfes  to  their  private  debates,  and 
the  commons  return  to  their  own  boufe,  the  mace  being  carried 
(as  nfual)  before  their  fpeaker. 

His  majefty  never  comes  to  parliament  after  this,  but  to  lay 
jfrefh  important  affairs  before  them  ;  to  give  aflent  to  the  bills  paf* 
fed,  or  clofe  the  feilion.  Whenever  he  goes  in  date,  there  is  a 
ciifcharge  of  twenty-one  guns,  and  the  fame  at  his  return. 

Of  the  Proceedings  of  both  Houfes  in  their  Debates  and  paffmr 

of  Bills. 

THE  find  thing  the  commons  do  after  his  majedy^s  approba* 
tion  of  their  fpeaker,  is  to  open  the  feffions,  by  reading  a  bill 
the  fird  time,  always  prepared  by  the  clerk,  and  ordered  to 
be  read  a  fecond  time,  though  it  is  feldom  taken  any  farther  no¬ 
tice  of,  and  then  they  appoint  the  grand  committees^  for  privileges 
and  eledionSf  for  grievances,  trade,  and  religion. 

The  ftaiiding  conimiilees  being  fettled,  a  private  one  is  generally 
appointed  to  draw  up  an  addrefs  of  thanks  to  the  king  for  his  mod 
gracious  fpeech,  wherein  they  commonly  exprefs  a  chcarful,  dif* 
pufition  to  concur  wuth  his  majedy  in  thofe  things  he  has  laid  be¬ 
fore  them;  the  like  is  done  in  the  houfe  of  lords. 

As  the  chief  bufinefs  of  parliament  is  to  make  new  laws,  revive 
or  abrogate  old  ones;  whatever  is  propofed  for  a  law,  is  fird  put 
in  writing,  and  called  a  bill.  Any  member  may  offer  a  bill  for 
the  public  good,  but  he  mud  fird  give  reafons  for  the  admitting 
thereof,  which  is  called  making  a  motion  :  upon  which  the  houfe 
may  either  grant  or  deny  it. 
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tuts  for.taxrs  arr  not  to  hr  brought  in  but  hy  order  cf 
thr  hoji'e;  and  v%hereas  all  other  bills  may  begin  in  cilber  houfc, 
thrle  pbsavs  begin  in  the  houfc  ol  commons ;  the  realoii  is,  bt 
caulc  the  ureitell  part  of  the  mmiies  belong  lo  the  commons. 

If  any  n>cinbc*r  d<  lne  a  law  in  force  to  be  altered  or-  repealed| 
he  mull  fiift  in’ive  the  honie,  and  ti^e  reafons  for  it  ;  if  the  hoiilo 
allow  the  he  mo\ts  that  the  act  be  read,  and  then  gim  ^ 

b.is  rcafons  for  the  alterations  he  propofes  to  have  made,  or  the 
act  repealed  ;  ilielr  ufu il  way  is  to  appoint  fume  of  the  mcraben  ' 
to  bring  in  a  bill  for  that  purpofe. 

Leave  mud  l>e  allb  given  to  bring  in  a  private  bill,  and  fob- 
(laiue  made  known  either  by  motion  or  petition.  Petitions  are 
nfually  prefented  bv  the  members  of  the  county,  or  place,  the  ^« 
f' tinners  ;!LTt  of;  if  thev  concern  ptivate  perfons,  ihev  arc  *  to  be 
Ijbkrii  ed,  and  the  perfons  prcfeiuing  them  called  lo  the  bar,  to' 
avow  the  luhllancc  of  the  peiiiion,  elj^eciall)  if  it  be  a  coniplaMiC 
rgiintl  an  c  tfender.  \ 

l>erv  bill,  before  it  is  a  law,  mnd  l>e  read  three  times  in  each 
houfc,  ind  linn  obidin  liie  royal  aJTtni  ;  for,  as  each  boiile  has  the 
])rivile*je  of  a  nega*ive  voice,  lo  the  fovereign  is  free  to  confinv 
or  rejtct  the  b;!! ;  however,  a  bill  of  indemnity  from  the  throne  it 
lead  out  once  in  each  Loufe,  they  being  to  lake  it  as  the  fovereigE 
is  ple.ilVd  to  give  it. 

Ti  e  fpeakcr,  and  fomctiires  the  boufe,  dlre^ls  the  cleik  what 
hill  to  lead,  which  he  c’oes  with  an  audible  voice,  and  then  deli-* 
>ris  it  to  the  fpeaker,  who,  riling  from  the  chair,  (laiid.«  uncover* 

*  «  d,  and,  holding  the  hill  in  his  hand,  fav  s,  thii  bill  is  thus  intitUd^ 
r.ntl  leads  ih.e  title  ;  he  then  opens  the  fubfiance  of  .it,  and  dc 
«  hires,  thr.t  it  is  the  fir Jl  time  of  reading  this  bill,  and  delivers  it  a 
pain  to  the  clerk.

When  a  bill  that  has  been  committed  is  leported,  the  houfe*

At  the  iliircl  reading  of  a  bill,  the  I'peaker  tells  the  boufe/ul 
the  third  time,  and  with  their  favour  will  put  it  to  the  pajjin^ 
before  he  does  this,  he  paufes,  that  the  loeinbers  may  fpeak  toi 
if  they  picafe  ;  it  (omeiimcs  happens  at  the  thir.d  reading  that 
frelh  debate  arifes ;  bat  the  bill  is  rarely  rc-coinmittcd,  except  fj 
(bnir  pariirular  claufe  or  provifo.

go  oat,  the  a}cs  or  noest  the  rj)eaker  nominares  two’^ye/  and  two 
fn'S  to  tb:nn  the  haufe,  who  have  each  a  (faff  in  his  hand,  and 
counts  the  members  that  remain  lilting;  then  the  tellers, go  to 
the  (Ux>r,  they  (land  two  on  each  fide,  as  in  o])po('ition,  and  count 
them  who  went  forth,  as  they  come  in  ;  while  this  is  performing, 
i;o  member  is  to  (pCvik  or  go  out  of  his  place,  except  fuch  as  go 
oat  up<»u  the  dlviiiv>n. 

The  houiV  being  numbered,  tlie  four  tellers  approaching- the 
table,  make  /b/e/?;;;  ho'ivs  to  the  chair,  'viz,  the  firjl  at  the  bar,  the 
JcconJ  in  the  initidle  of  the  Hour,  and  the  laji  at  the  table;  and 
then  the  two  who  are  tellers  for  the  majority,  report  the  number; 
Mlncli,  if  equal,  the  tellers  mix  one  and  one,  the  oJdcft  member, 
or  baronet,  or  ]>ecr,  taking  the  right  hand  ;  upon  vvhich  they  all 
return  to  their  places,  and  the  fpeaker  reports  If  it  be  carried 
ill  the  nliirmiTive,  the  clerk  enters  rcfolved  ;  if  in  the  negative 
thus,  the  Jifffiion  being  put,  it  pajfed  in  the  negative.

1  he  htll  is  carried  to  the  lords  by  feveral  members  appointed 
bv  the  honfe  ;  and  as  they  come  to  the  bar,  with  great  refpcA, 
liieif  loidihips  rife,  and  go  forward  to  meet  them  ;  the  /i/Af  of 

the  hlL  IS  read  by  the  thief  manager,  and  delivered  to  the  lord 
chancellor. 

Worn  a  hill  -.5  font  by  the  lords  to  the  commons,  they  fend  no 
.nr.nlHrs  but  mafters  in  chancery,  who  are  always  introduced  by 
tac  i.rjr.n,  at  arn..  bowing  thrice,  and,  after  reading  the  title,

If  cither  houfe  difagree  upon  a  hlil^  a  confe* 
ice  is  deinaiuied,  which  is  held  in  the  painted  chamber,  to 
lich  both  houfes  fend  feveral  managers  to  argue  upon  the  inat- 
;  if  they  do  not  agree,  a  new  conference  is  demanded  ;  and, 
it  proves  ineffeclual,  the  hill  is  loj}» 

They  vote  in  the  houfe  of  lords,  by  beginning  at  the  lowed  ba. 
1,  and  lb  upwards  ;  each  anfwering  apart,  content,  or  not  con^ 
It  ;  if  the  voices  are  equal,  the  negative  carries  it ;  the  fpeaker 
ving  no  vote,  gniefs  a  peer  of  the  realm. 

In  the  houfe  of  commons,  it  is  ufual  in  the  fe/Hon  to  call  the 
ufe  over  .*  every  member,  when  called,  (lands  up  uncovered  ; 
e  abfeni,  if  not  accafed,  arc  entered  deficit  (a  dejaulter),  and 
ineiimes  font  for  by  the  ferjeant  at  arms  ;  it  is  common  for 
embers  to  afli  leave  to  be  ablcnt  for  fome  time,  and  it  is  readily 
anted.  There  muft  be  forty  members  prefent  to  conditute  a 
ufe  of  commons,  and  at  lealt  eight  in  a  coniiniitee,  but  the  full 
niher  of  the  houfe  of  commons  is  five  hundred  and  lifiy-etchr. 
When  a  full  houfe  is  required,  the  ferjeant  at  arms  is  fent  to

name.  It  true,  we  fo  f.^r  are  at  peace,  that  our  fellow-cre^ 
lures  are  not  cutting  one  another’s  throats ;~fo  far  good; — bit 
what  other  advantages  have  we  thereby  reaped?  How  inanj^t 
our  taxations  were  abated  at  the  end  of  lad  war;  or -rather  how 
many  additional  taxations  have  been  iinpofcd  on  the  public  finer 
the  commencement  of  the  peace  ?

rej  )ice  at  the  good  ftiriunc  of  others,  and  to  be  forty  when  any 
evil  befalls  them,  and,  in  this  cafe,  to  contribute  as  much  as  lies 
in  our  povver  to  their  relief ;  and,  finally,  to  be  willing  to  cover 
their  faults,  rather  than  indullrioufly  to  propagate  reports  to  their 
tliiadvaniage  :  1  hefe  are  duties  which  the  Saviour  of  the  world 
exprefsly  inculcates  u]K)n  all  his  follow’ers.— fjall  all  men 
kwrji}  that  ye  are  my  difciples,  if  ye  love  one  And  again, 

d  new  commandment  I  give  unto  you,  that  ye  love  one  another. 
Nay,  he  carries  this  itijunt^lion  a  great  deal  further,  even  to  our 
very  enemies — But  I  fay  unto  yow,  love  your  enemies ,  blefs  them 
\hat  cuvfe  you,  do  good  do  them  that  hate  you,  and  pray  for  them 
vjho  defpitijully  ufi  yoUy  and  perfecute  you.  And  this  he  iucul- 
caies  upon  us  by  example  as  well  as  precept  ;  a  remarkable  in- 
l*«nce  of  which  he  exhibits  to  us  from  the  crofii,  where  he  prays 
^viih  the  greaieft  fervor  in  behalf  of  bis  inveterate  perfeculors, 
vho  were  at  that  inilant  embruing  their  guilty  hands  in  bis  facrecl 
?lood  ;  Fat  her  y  forgive  theniy  fays  he,  Jor  they  know  not  what  they 
io.  In  (hort,  Chriflians  of  all  denominations  agree  m  this  point, 
nz  that  charity  and  benevolence,  fuch  as  it  is  here  defined,  is  the 
ndifpenfible  duty  of  every  Chriftian. 

Now,  there  are  feveral  of  the  Pfalms  of  David,  which  appear 
oniewhat  inconfifient  with  this  do^rine  ;  thus,  In  Pfal.  Ixix  th# 
hdmift  earneftly  prays  to  Almighty  God,  to  pour  down  ruin  and 
ieftraction  upon  his  (David's)  enemies  ;  nnd  particularly,  in  the 
i7^h  verfe  of  that  Pfalm,  he  not  only  prays  (or  ibeir^uin,  but  hf 
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prays  to  God  to  wiih-hold  the  means  of  falvation  from  them—^ 
Alii  ini^vity  unto  their  iniquity y  nud  l<t  them  not*  come  into  thy 
rightcoutneYs.’-^As  if  he  had  faid,  for  the  e%’il  they  have  already 
done  unto  ‘me,  let  them  not  have  the  opportunity  of  being  faved^ 
by  acknowledging  ibcir  fault,  and  returning  to  their  duty.  The 
whole  I09ih  Plalm  goes  on  in  the  fame  llrain,  with  feveral  othm, 
which  1  (hall  not  ftay  to  quote.  Such  exprelfions  as  thehe  may 
very  well  become  an  infpired  writer,  whom  God  himfclf  declares 
to  be  a  man  after  his  ow  n  heart,  confequently,  whoever  was  an  e- 
nemy  to  him,  mud  in  effect  have  been  fo  to  Ciod  ;  and  he  niighi 
know  too,  by  v  irtue  of  his  divine  infpiration,  that  the  jierfons  here 
meant  were  not  of  the  number  ot  the  elecl  ;  and,  in  this  cafe,  it 
would  have  been  impious  to  have  interceeded  in  their  behalf.  But 
1  cannot  conceive  how'  fuch  pailages  can  become  the  mouths  of  an 
alfembly  of  Chiidians  at  tins  period  of  lime;  or  what  motive  t 
iiiinider  can  have,  in  pitching  upon  fuch  portions  of  Pfalms,  to  be 
fung  by  a  congregation.  If  he  is  fo  prefumptuous  as  to  arrogate' 
to  himi'elf  a  (hare  of  piety  and  religion  equivalent  to  that  of  ihe 
inipired  penman,  yet  pays  he  no  regard  to  that  variety  of  charac* 
trrs  which  compofe  his  audience  ?  Daily  experience  tells  us,  that  j 
f)ine  part — 1  had  almoll  (aid  the  greatell — of  fuch  aflemblies,  coo- 
lids  of  )>eople  of  very  inditferent  moral  characters,  and  fuch  as 
uiud  render  it  (in  my  opinion)  highly  indecent — not  to  fay  irrcli*  : 
gioii.s — for  them  to  ufe  ihefe  Pfalms  in  fo  folemn  a  manner.  '*  “  :  ^

Rife  to  borrow  the  glitter  of  tiifl'el  and  lace^  edeemed  only  by  wo¬ 
men  and  fools,  the  little  and  great  vulgar,  who  ufuallyoforiii  E. 
judgment  of  men  by  their  external  appearance.  .  a

The  man  of  genius  is  feldoni  feen  in  any  but  a  plain  drefs,  be¬ 
ing  confcious  of  his  own  worih,  and  derpiiing  erabioidered  trap, 
pings,  more  fuited  to  cover  the  body  of  a  horfe  or  a  mule,  than  to 
ft-rve  as  a  load  to  the  human  frame.  Cleanlinefs  and  neatnefs  in 
drefs  becomes  a  man  of  merit,  and  feetn  as  an  index  to  his  mental 
faculties,  which  defpife  the  falfe  glare  of  bombaft,  the  odentaii- 
ous  found  of  words  without  fenfe,  and  at  the  fame  time  difpla^ 
his  judgment  w  ith  refpe<fl  to  sr  prudent  oeconomy,  which  rejetFls 
all  exceffive  expence  in  drefs,*  the  furc  mark  of  an  upilart  and  a 
fool,  who,  delirous  of  didinguifhing  himfclf  by  fome  means  or  o. 
thcr,  as  his  only  rcfource,  repairs  to  Monmouth-ftreet,  in  order  to 
attract  the  attention  of  drivellers  like  himfelf,  and  the  contempt 
of  men  of  fenfe. 

It  has  been  frequently  remarked,  that  dwarfs,  thole  who  are 
hunch-backed,  and  fuch  as  are  differently  diflorted  by  nature,  are 
the  moft  violent  admirers  of  external  parade.  Thefe  are  certain- 
Jy  dill  more  to  blame  than- fools;  for,  by  diflinguilhing  themfelves 
by  the  ornaments  of  drefs,  they  make  their  bodily  defecfts  Hill 
more  confpicuous,  which  might  otherwife  elcape  obfervation,  fa* 
oiired  by  the  meannefs  of  their  appearance,  it  is  true  Ibme  men 
ave  made  their  fortunes  by  drefs  ;  and  it  inufl  be  allowed  the 
inert  of  all  lines  for  catching  coquettes,  if  properly  baited  with  • 
lattery  and  adulation  :  even  fops  have  made  their  way  at  courts 
y  the  brilliance  of  their  appearance.  In  this  cale  their  clothes 
lay  be  conlldered  as  their  letters  of  recommendation,  fublcribed 
y  their  taylors.  But  it  fhould,  at  the  fame  time,  be  obferved, 
hat  a  far  greater  number  have,  by  thefe  means,  made  their  way 
no  the  Fleet  and  the  KingVbench  ;  and  that  many  an  immured 
eau  may  thank  his  taftc  and  vanity  for  being  an  inhabitant  with* 
thofe  walls. 

It  inuft  be  acknowledged,  that  there  is  fome  thing  very  effemi* 
ate  in  a  man’s  paying  too  much  attention  to  drels  ;  and  that  an 
cefTant  mutation  of  fafhions  is  the  cffeA  of  a  ridiculous  weak- 
fs. 

I  do  not  mean  by  this  to  explode  that  attention  to  external  ap* 
arance  which  decency  and  cu(l6m  eftablilh  :  on  the  contrary,  as 
Addifon  judicioufly  obferves  in  the  Spe^ator,  where  he  gives 
idea. of  the  real  Jifte  gentleman  ;  even-DKESi  is  to  be  confer* 
The  man  who  does  not  confuU  his  appearance  in  Ibme  de- 
ee,  is  not  only  loathfome  to  his  friends,  but  contemptible  to  the 
rid  :  and  the  refpcA  due  to  ourfelves  Ihould  induce  us  to  re* 
raber,  that  the  good  things  of  this  life  were  intended  for 
d  that  we  are  intitled  to  theta  as  far  as  our  lituation  authorizes 
The  extremes  only  arc  ridiculous  :  a  fop  and  a  floven  are  c- 
ally  defpicable  :  it  is  the  medium  a  man  of  lenfe  (hould  aim  at.* 
aanot,  however^  refraiu  obferviugi  that  a  coxcomb,  whofe  falfe 
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odoan  fcpnt  the  coffce-r^oTn,  U  Cmc)t  out  to  be  a  fool,  by  many

Father  la  \  alMte,  who  was  ireafiirer  of  ihe'Jefuiis  in  Soailv 
Anverira,  found  means  to  decamp  from  his  fraternity,  and  reached 
an  ':ln2.liih  etdonv,  n*!»crc  he  remained  fomc  time.  He  had  ool 
failed  to  bring  vviih  liitn  a  coniulcrable  fum  of  money,  which' he 
ren.ified  to  baiglami,  and  (iKui  after  followed  it  himlelt,' 
arrived  in  this  metrojKois*  he  pmehafed  dock  in  the  Alley,  to  | 
tonliJrfable  amoun!,  dlfcounied  bills,  and  foon  entered  upon  aa 
cxienlive  mcn  amile  plan,  in  which  hefupported  his  credit  for  fe* 
Ve»al  years.  In  the  me.in  while  he  was  a  man  of  gallantry ^ind 
intrigue  ;  had  by  rotation  fcveral  fjne  women  for  his  m  id  redes,  Si)d 
«*ne  in  parfunl.ir  relidcJ  with  him  at  his  houfe  in  Warwick* ft Ciel> 
Cioldeji  Square.  . 

I'he  Jefuiis,  who  were  not  a  lilile  inorfified  at  being  trleM 
by  one  c»l  their  hrethre  n,  promulgated  the  flory  throughout  fcfr 
tope,  and  Father  la  V'aleite’s  real  character  was  foon  known  Upon 
the  ^(diange  of  London  ;  but  as  he  continued  to  fupjrori  bis 
caniilr  repntaii(»n  hv  great  pimcluality  and  good  faith,  his  I 
iverf  equally  nego<  i. a  hie  as  bebue:  the  probity  of  the  man  was 
railed  into  quedion,  by  the  finelfe  of  the  Jefuit ;  though  the  gd* 
Lntiies  of  the  pried  affirded  fcope  for  cctfee-houfe  wit,  aad  tc 
table  pleafatury.  Father  la  V alette  was  not,  however,  a'litt 
picqoed  at  this  dcvcluprnient  of  his  characlcr  by  the  Jefuiti, 
be  reftjivcd  upon  n  rrimination.  He  Mccordingly  expoied 
grcafed  arcana*,  and  fet  forth  ihttr  iitod  dangerous  tenets  !•' 
Ic/riiblr  a  pt,ini  of  view,  that  every,  crowned  head  ia  Kw 

fniddercd  to  think  they  entertained  dich  monders  in  iheic  do  _ 

iiions.  In  a  woH,  this  difeovrry  of  their  fundamental  niAxitR* 
arme  all  the  princes  of  Europe,  and  to  this  they  may  aft* 
their  general  cxpuliion#  f  Atl 
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[I'itbrr  la  Valeite  had  more  than  mere  revenge  in  ticvir  by  thefr 
l  i'.fjii »«?;  his  policy  excited  him  to  rapreient  his  former  brejh- 
black  as  he  coald^  that  he  mi^ht  form  aa  apology  for  hli 
hi  retreating  frotp  fuch  a  horrid  afluciacion ;  and  he 
ii. light  that  his  purloining  part  of  their  property  would  thereby 

render  id  lefs  criminal. 

In  the  mean  while  oar  Jefuit  lived  Intirely  upon  the  HntOHf 
,  a  date  of  the  moil  rehiied  luxury:  his  country  villa,  as  well  aa 
is  town  refidence,  was  elegant  and  magnificent ;  hh  miftrefles’ 
la^ic  a  moll  brilliant  appearance;  and  be  was  considered  at  a 
,jrcha;u  of  great  credit  and  property.  A  fudden  fall  of  the 
iKks,  hawever,  deinolifhcd  his  character  in  the  Alley  ;  he  firft 
i,u)illed  out  a  lame  duck,  and  foon  after  appeared  a  vihereas  in 
he  0..  zette.  He  did  not '  furreoder  to  the  comminfion  of  bank* 
but  decamped  for  the  continent  with  a  very  confiderable 
n  in  band,  and  is  faid  to  lie  .now  at  Venice  under  a  feigned 
lame  ;  where,  probably,  (omc  of  his  future  manoeuvres  may  furni/h 
fcipiel  to  thefe  memoirs.

With  i 
heart  replete  with  gratitude,  Hie  affared  him  flie  widied  for  no- 
ihinr:  ii>t>re,  than  to  he  able,  by  a  life  of  penitence,  to  regain  the 
Iphere  of  virtue  frOm  which  (he,  contrary  to  her  inclination,^  bad 
iallrn.  .  -

JOLINC^BROKE  haTing  taken  a  rc- 
[3  foluiion  to  quite  the  oMureinenis  of 
Icjlare  for  the  llrongcr  attra<5Hona  of 
mbit  ion,  fooii  after  hi<  marriage  he  pro- 
ured  a  feat  iii  the  hnufe  of  coniiuons, 
ring  elected  for  the  borough  of  Wotton* 
ilfei  in  Wiltihire,  hit  father  having 
rved  feveral  times  for  the  fame  place, 
eiidea  his  natural  endowinenti,  and  hit 
rge  fortune,  be  had  other  j^ery  conli* 
erablc  advantages  that  gave  him  weight 
the  f  nate,  and  feconded  hit  views  of 
refer  men  i.  His  grandfather  Sir  Wal- 
r  St  John  was  iiiil  alive,  and  that 
cntlcmau's  intereft  was  fu  great  in  bis 
wn  county  of  Wilts,  that  he  reprefent- 
d  it  in  two  pariiaiiieiits  in  a  former 
eign.  His  father  alfo  was  then  the  re* 
Tcfentative  for  the  fame,  and  the  iuie* 
elt  of  his  wife’s  family  in  the  houfe 
as  very  extend ve.  Thus  Boliugbroke 
niik  his  feat  with  many  accidental 
clps,  but  his  chief  and  great  refeurce 
ay  in  his  own  extentive  abilities- 
At  that  time  the  Whig  and  the  Tory 
Arties  were  itrongly  oppofed  in  the 
oiife,  and  pretty  nearly  balanced.  In

ublic  Hand  againft  their  competitors, 
obert  Harley,  afterwards  carl  of  Ox- 
ord,  a  iiau4Kh  and  confirmed  Tory, 
ras,  in  the  year  1703,  chofen  fpeaker  in 
he  houfe  of  commons,  and  was  continu* 
d  in  the  fame,  upon  the  acccilliH)  of 
ueen  Anne,  the  year  enfuing.  Boling* 
roke  had  all  along  been  bred  up,  as  was 
store  obferved,  among  the  dUientere  ;

However,  either  from  prin- 
iple,  or  from  perceiving  the  Tory  par^ 
y  to  be  then  gaining  ground,  while  ike 
"bigs  were  declini.og,  be  foon  changed 
is  connexions,  and  joined  bimfelf  to 
arley,  for  whom  be  then  had  the  great* 
eiteem  :  nor  did  he  bring  him  hiR 
ote  alon^  but  his  opinion ;  which,  e* 
en  before  the  end  of  his  fird  feffion,  be 
endered  very,  conlidcrable,  tfie  houfe 
erceiving,  even  in  fo  young  a  fpeaker, 
be  greateft  eloquence,  qnited  with  the 
Tofoundeft  difeernment.  The  year  fol- 
ow'iay^  he  was  again  chofen  anew  for 
the  fame  borough,  and  perfevered  in  hU 
ormer  attachments,  by  which  he  gaio- 
d  mch  ap  authority  and  iafiocace  ip  tha 


konfe,  that  it  wat  thought  proper  to  re* 
ward  his  meiit,  and,  on  the  loth  of  A* 
pril  1704,  he  was  appointed  fecretary  at 
war,  and  of  the  marinrs,  hit  friend  Hur¬ 
ley  having  a  little  before  been  made  fe* 
Cretary  ol  ftate. 

The  Tory  party  being  thni  eftabliflw 
ed  iu  pf>wtfr,  it  may  cably  be  fuppofed 
that  every  method  would  be  nfed  to  de* 
prefs  the  Whig  interefi,  and  . to  prevent 
it  from  rifing ;  yet  fo  much  juftice  was 
done  even  to  merit  U  an  enemy,  that 
the  duke  of  Marlborough,  who  might  b# 
cooiidered  as  at  the  head  of  the  oppofita 
party,  was  ftipplied  with  all  the  necelTa* 
ries  for  carrying  on  the  war.  in  Flan* 
ders  with  vigour  ;  and  it  is  remarkable, 
that  the  greatefi  events  of  hiscampaignt^ 
fuch  as  the  battles  of  Blenheim  and  Ra* 
inillics,  and  feveral  glorious  attempt! 
made  by  the  duke  to  Shorten  the  war  by 
foine  decifive  aiftion,*  fell  out  while  Bo- 
liiigbroke  was  fecretary  at  war.  In 
fact,  he  was  a  finccre  admirer  of  that 
great  genereJ,  and  avowed  it  upon  all 
ocrafious  to  the  lait  moment  of  his  life ; 
he  knew  his  faults,  be  admired  his  vir* 
.tues,  and  had  the  hoall  of  being  inllru- 
mental  in  giving  luUretotliofe  triumphf^ 
by  which  bis  own  power  was  in  a  man- 
ner  overthrown. 

As  the  affairs  of  the  nation  were  fhga 
in  as  fiu<5tuating  a  (late  as  at  prefeut, 
Harley,  after  maintaining  the  lead  for 
above  three  years,  was  in  hil  tara‘^#wl- 
ged  to  fubmit  to  the  Whigs,  who  cnce 
more  bocame  the  prevailing  .party,  m>d 
he  was  compelled  to  refiga  the  Teals. 
The  friendlhip  between  him  and  Boling* 
broke  feems  at  this  time  to  have  been 
(incrre  and  dilinterefted ;  for  the  latter 
chofe  to  follow  his  fortune,  and  the  next 
day  refigned  his  employments  in  the  ad* 
miniitration,  following  hii  friend’s  ex¬ 
ample,  and  fetting  an  example  at  once 
of  integrity  and  moderation.  As  an  In* 
fiance  of  this,  when  bis  coadintors,  the 
Tories,  wer#  for  carr)ing  a  violent  met* 
fure  in  the  houfe  of  commons,  in  order 
to  bring  the  princeft  Sephia  into  Eng* 
land,  Bolingbroke^  fo  artfnlly  oppofed 
it,  that  it  diopt  wiihooi  a  debate.  Per 
this  bis  moderation  was  praifed,  but  per¬ 
haps  at  the  expence  of  hU  fagaclty. 

For  fome  time  the  Whigs  feemed  to 
have  gained  a  complete  triomph,  and 
upon  the  elctSlion  of  a  new  parliament, 
in  the  year  17^8,  Bolingbroke  was  not 
returned.  The  iniervaf  which  lollow- 
ed,  of  above  two  years,  lie  employed  in 
the  feverefi  ftudy  >  and  this  reclnfis  po* 
riod  be  ever  afwr  nfed  to  confider  ••  th« 
inoft  uaire  and  fervlceable  of  hU  whole 
life.
